DREAMER WINS CATSKILL. 

DURYEA’S GELDING HEAVILY BACKED 
FOR THE SARATOGA FEATURE. 

Sewell Equals the Track Record of 1:24 4-5 
for Seven-eighths of a Mile in the 
Opening Handicap. 



Saratoga, V Y., August 12. — The Catskill Soiling 
Slakes for three-year-olds and upward at seven- 
eight lis of a mile, was the fourth nninber and the 
feature of an average eard of six races at the local 
course this afternoon and was won by II. It. Dnr- 
>ea’s five year-old hay gelding Dreamer, by Ham- 
burg — Forget. Dreamer was the favorite, backed 
by the public and the wise brigade to the exclu- 
sion of his seven op|»ouents. Jacobite, under the 
pilotage of K. Dugan, made the running until well 
into tile stretch, closely attended by Troublemaker 
and Rye. Knapp held Dreamer within striking dis- 
tance until entering the last quarter when lie sent 
the gelding up and, riding him out, won by a length 
from Rye. which had two lengths the lietter of tin* 
tiring Jacobite at the end. The race was run in 
1:25, within one-lifth of a second of tin* track rec- 
ord and one and two-fifths seconds better than the 
previous ln*st time made in this fixture, the tabled 
history of which is as follows:

In the opening race, the handicap at seven- 
eighths of a mile. Sewell, properly ridden by the 
lightweight Beckman, equalled the track record of 
1 :24$ made by Sir Lynnewood last August. Had 
there Inkmi occasion for it, lie undoubtedly could 
have run in faster time. Waiter Miller, who had 
ridden the winner of the first race the previous 
six days, had the mount on tin* favorite, .1. C. Core, 
1ml tlie l >est he eould do was second. The Wrestler 
made the running to the stretch, but retinal, as 
usual. 

.1. W. Colt’s lightly weighted Paprika was a sur- 
prise in. the steeplechase handicap. He took the 
lead over the eleventh obstacle and won as his 
rider pleased, with Mooksie and Amanda H. fol- 
lowing him far hack and the favorite Garrett out 
of the money. 

Woodford Clay’s Nimbus was the odds-on favorite 
for t lie third race and won easily from the second 
choice. Desirous, in 1 :in»£, which was only a fraction 
slower than the track record for the five ami one 
half furlongs. This was the fourth successive vic- 
tory for Nimbus and his sixth win out of twelve 
starts. 

Missouri Lad, the favorite for the fifth race. 
Haver left the result in doubt. Kilter and Ocean 
Spray had a drive for second place and the latter 
was only a head in front of the tiring Lally at 
the end. 

The Hayman-McCarren connections undertook to 
cut a melon in the last race when they hacked Man 
beimer from 20 to 12 to 1. but they could not get 
any of the meat. Manheimer set a fast pace to 
the stretch, but was liort. Magazine, unbacked, 
ran him in close pursuit and won easily from Chu- 
lita, the favorite, she a length in front of Gene 
Russell, a head lie! ter than the exploited good 
thing. 

Stamina, whieli was to have been II. P. Whit- 
ney’s representative in the Saratoga Special, is on 
the sick list. Saturday morning when her attend 
ant opened Stamina’s stall he found her suffering 
from a high fever, her temperature ticing 1031. 
No serious results are looked for, hut it will Ik* sev- 
eral days before she will 1 m* able to resume her 
gallops. 



FORSYTHE HAS 23 YEARLINGS. 



Lexington. Ky., August 12. — The twenty-three 
yearlings which will be raced next season by 
F. A. Forsythe are expected to arrive at the Ken- 
tucky Association track from the farm near Ilar- 
rodsburg at an early date to be broken and trained. 
Such noted mares as Annie Thompson. Kinda, Fairy 
Dell, Levee and Rosinante have eolts or fillies by 
Oddfellow among these yearlings, and there is also 
a full-sister to Founta inblue in the collection. The 
pick of the lot are entered in all the big produce 
stakes for 1908. 

Flora Mac, the dam of Charles Edward, also the 
dam of Jacobite, was bought in b^r J. B. Haggin at 
the closing out sale of his Rancho del Paso Stud 
in New York Decemlier, 1903, for $3,030. She is 
now only twelve years old and is at Elmendorf 
Stud. The new record breaker is the result of 
the mating under the Bruce Lowe figure system, of 
a No. 2 sire to a No. 4 mare. Charles Edward’s 
grandam. Flora Macdonald, was brought to this 
country in 1887 with foal to The Rake, which horse 
was also later imported. Her foal proved the stake 
winner, Dundee. 

B. L. Baker, on behalf of the late breeding firm 
of Baker & Gentry, ami to prevent any litigation, 
bas returned money paid for seasons to St. George 
for 1903. Of the large number bred to him only 
two mares proved in foal, and since he was sold 
to John E. Madden St. George lias proved practically 
impotent. The famous sire of The Friar and Lucien 
Appleby, therefore, is now a pensioner at Hamburg 
Place.

RICHARD CROKER’S GLENCAIRN STUD. “SID” HOLLOWAY TO RIDE IN RACES. 



Interesting Account of a Visit to the Estab- 
lishment of Orby’s Owner in Ireland. 

Miss Nannie Power O’Donoghue. a correspondent 
of the London Illustrated Sporting News, recently 
visited Richard Croker’s country home in Ireland. 
This is what she wrote almut her trip: 

Fires in .Tilly — a curious anomaly — yet I found 
them in necessary evidence at Glen cairn, Mr. Rich- 
ard Croker’s residence at Sandy ford. County Dublin, 
when I went there a few days ago to make some 
notes and see for the first time a place which has 
now liecome historic. I don’t believe anyone ever 
heard much about Sandy ford until the Gleneairn 
establishment was set up there. It is a small dis- 
trict in itself. 

Approaching Gleneairn, the white granite entrance 
way, with its slightly |H>inted central arch, con- 
stitutes an imposing feature, and the approach to 
the house, when the motor, which the host sends 
down for expected guests, sweeps through the or- 
namental gates, is winding and picturesque and 
mose beautifully cared for and kept. Along a 
liortion of It the route is flower-fringed and the 
mansion is built in American fashion, the fine ver- 
anda being furnished luxuriously with handsome 
lounges and chairs. 

Mr. Croker’s niece. Mrs. Bowman, received me in 
the morning room, and soon Mr. Croker appeared, 
accompanied by his favorite chow. We passed 
through a really kingly dining room before proceed- 
ing to the yard, and in the latter were met by 
Dr. McCabe, who, as an old friend of mine, took 
me iu hand and showed me over the stables. 

Orby was led out from his luxurious liox and 
did his little “walk round’’ with an air of conscious 
superiority. No description of the lovely colt is 
needed, but his owner pointed out to me during my 
survey some little traits and particulars which have 
never got into any descriptive account of him. The 
most striking of these is his fancy for having his 
tongue stroked and “iietted.’’ He folds the member 
over like an omelet and protrudes a few inches for 
manipulative attention. This he likes liest when 
standing in his box with ids nose over the high 
rail of his doorway, and, mounted on a bucket 
which Dr. McCabe laughingly procured for me, I 
gave the Derby winner so many strokings and 
tongue pats and kisses, that to use Mr. Croker’s 
words, “he stood mesmerized.’’ with eyelids drowsily 
drooped and a general air of beatitude which was 
most fascinating. 

Dr. McCain* mentioned that when the horse was 
placed under ids charge he was very ill tempered 
and was suffering from dialietee. He had never 
won anything either iu Ireland or England. Now he 
is truly a great horse; never leaves an oat or is 
a day off color and is one of the most placid and 
tractable animals in the world. The great differ 
ence has been brought about by consistent kind 
treatment and gentle speaking, no attendant being 
ever allowed to “shout” at occupants of stalls at 
Gleneairn. 

Next to Orby, his half-sister, Rhodora, is located 
— a lovely two-year-old, by St. Fruaquin, out of 
Orby’s dam. She won at Leopardstown, and will 
do well with careful handling, but is inclined to 
be a bit “jady” — in other words, not always willing 
to do her best. Then comes Yale Blue, a beautiful, 
uutried filly, shaped for work, grandly ribbed and 
with finely molded pasterns and strong firm feet. 

Leucosia, Mr. Croker’s Derby gift to Dr. Mc- 
Calie, is a light chestnut mare, four years old. 
She was trained at the Curragh, hut was beaten off 
in general races aud is only now showing her true 
form as a present and future winner. Georgetown, 
a tine, upstanding hay and very good tempered, run 
second to Orby in the Irish Derby. Mr. Croker was 
told by his trainer that he eould win the race easily 
aud leave Orby at home, hut be knew that the 
people expected to see the “crack,” and so he de- 
cided to have him run. 

I may mention that the master of Gleneairn eareR 
nothing for betting, and when told that he could 
get a big price for Georgetown, and that* Orby 
would start at 10 to 1 on, he still refused to leave 
the idol of the hour at home when the Curragh 
event was to be decided. 

I saw also during my pleasant visit Joliet II.. 
which won her most recent victory with 11 stone 
2 pounds, and also Little Cerosus, winner of the 
first two-year-old race of the season at Leopards- 
town. Vain Glory, a nice bay mare took my fancy 
with regard to looks, and so did Hayden, a grand, 
big three -year old. He led Orby in all his Derby 
gallops and won a lengthy race with top weight at 
the recent Curragh meeting. Slieve Roe is a useful 
looking two-year-old hay, and Coragh Leah, a con- 
spicuously good hay colt, just purchased for 1,000 
sovereigns, came home while I was In the yard. I 
also made acquaintance with Black Cock, a horse 
under careful handling. Mr. Croker has altogether 
about twenty-four two-year-olds in training, ami 
iu the center of his busy yard stands a marble 
effigy of a favorite American horse, Dobbins, which 
won for him stakes worth £20,000. 



Noted Show Ring Rider to Join Ranks of the 
Steeplechase Brigade. 

New York. August 12. — Sidney .T. Holloway, of 
the Westchester Farm Stables, and one of the most 
noted show ring riders in the country, will give 
up tills rather tame sport and become a steeplechase 
rider on the eastern and northern tracks. 

As Mr. Holloway has won almost every prize 
worth mentioning at the horse shows, and is an 
adept in the saddle, his first appearance with the 
timber toppers will he watched with interest. He 
is no novice at the sjiort, however. Several years 
ago he gave • one of the most thrilling exhibitions 
of horsemanship ever seen on any race course when 
lie rode the horse R. B. Sack in a Beuniug steeple- 
chase with one arm strap|ied to his side, his eoilar- 
brone having been broken shortly before. 

His weight and build are much in his favor, his 
touch keen and he is the possessor of much cool- 
ness aud good judgment. 

The ranks of successful gentlemen jockeys have 
been much depleted of late. Some of them, like 
Harry Stone, have joined the professionals, and Jay 
O’Brien and “Bob” Taylor, the best amateurs now 
in active service are liotli laid up from recent acci- 
dents. “Billy” Hayes is rarely seen in the saddle 
now, as his weight is beginning to tell on him, and 
Ernest Hayes, his brother, lias retired to his farm 
at Warrenton and given up tin* strenuous sport. 

The Evans hoys have both been laid up from falls, 
while Dion Kerr has been seen hut seldom iu the 
saddle since the spring meeting at Pimlico, al- 
though he is expected to have a number of mounts 
at the coming meeting of the United Hunts Club. 

Two Baltimore riders who have been making 
rapid strides lately are Jarvis Spencer and Charles 
K. Harrison, Jr., the former has rarely been seen 
on any other tracks than Beuniug and Pimlico, 
hut Mr. Harrison has had a numlier of prominent 
mounts on the northern tracks this season, where 
he was credited as being one of the most daring 
riders to put a horse over tin* liars.

As soon as he settles up his 
affairs here Duruell will go to England and buy 
for Mr. Gates sneh horses as he fancies and can 
procure. It is understood that Mr. Gates has 
made ills arrangements to remain abroad for a year 
or more. While he will spend some of his time iu 
France, be will be in England during the racing 
season of 1908. where it is said he will have a place 
near Newmarket. Mr. Gates has had some experi- 
ence in English racing. He was abroad with John 
A. Drake when he, with Enoch Wishard as trainer 
of an establishment in England, cut such a wide 
swath. 

MISS FLORIDA DIES AT LATONIA. 



McCarren, Jr.’s 
Miss Florida, the two-year-old brown filly by Haps- 
burg — Florida Rose, is dead at Latonia. Miss Flor- 
ida was a full sister to Rosebnrg, the apeedy colt 
which tiled after a brief campaign at Hot Springs 
in the early part of 1905.

SON OF RAPALLO WINS THE FEATURE 
AT EMPIRE CITY TRACK. 



Polly Prim Easily Shows Her Heels to Pre« 
tension — Hayes Pays His Forfeit 
and His Horses Start. 



New York, August 12. — Tin* feature race at the 
Empire City track this afternoon was the Mount Ver- 
non Handicap at about three-quarters of a mile in 
which the speedy five year-old Quadrille, from the 
barn of Dick Watkins, unbacked save by his stable 
connections, won easily after racing the heavily 
weighted Goldproof into submission. Haensel was 
the favorite, hut tired uuder the fast pace and was 
lucky to liiiish third. 

In the third race Polly Prim, lately arrived from 
Fort Erie, had all of her speed and won In a 
canter by ten lengths from Pretension, after haviug 
been heavily backed. 

Corncob, the odds-on favorite for the opening race, 
led all the way and won practically as his rider 
plea seil. The second race was taken easily by the 
second choice Taunt from Kemp Ridegley, with La 
Veita, the odds-on favorite, a tiring third. Albert 
Star, another seeond choice, won the fifth race 
after a drive with Inauguration, which finished four 
lengths in front of Parisian Model, the mlds-on 
favorite. Colmiosa, the favorite for the last race 
was defeated by the second choice Princess Orna. 

The attendance today numbered about 7,000. The 
transportation facilities are still had and this 
doubtless kept many away. General Manager Winn 
says he has been assured by the transportation 
people that there will be speedy improvement In the 
running of trains. 

T. P. Hayes has paid his forfeits to the Jockey 
C’luh and there is now no restriction against his 
racing here. 

Jockey L. Williams has signed a contract to ride 
for Captain J. T. Williams. 

The st aides of R. L. Thomas, A. J. Gorey, J. 
A. Sykes and Ed Moore have arrived from Fort Erie. 

Among the horses brought here from Fort Erie by 
W Walker is Rlacklock, which he purchased from 
H. Schmidt just before he left the Canadian track. 

SUGGESTIONS AS TO BAD ACTORS. 

One tiling is being daily demonstrated, this lieing 
the steady increase in the number of had acting 
horses. Whether this is clue to the modern method 
of tense muscle training to run in front, or to the 
i!«i t - foot start (as many long experienced truiners 
hold), or to the utter incapacity of our modern so- 
called “jockeys,” the fact remains beyond question. 
Having acquired this beautiful specimen of the mod- 
ern horse why should the start be cursed with him 
and his antics? Why should Colin— for instance- 
stand there to have his ribs staved in, or his hocks 
chopped off, just because the ill-mannered brute is 
beyond control? Why not at once place the offender 
to the rear, or to the extreme outside edge of the 
starting line, and let the owner and trainer fully 
understand this is what they must expect. The 
Jockey Club and the various associations do not 
“recognize lietting,” and if there is any other reasou 
than recognition of lietting to excuse such brutes 
being retained in line at the post, I have yet to hear 
it. Taken at its best it is victimizing the rest 
of (he field for tlie benefit of one and that one the 
scamp, the evil doer. Of course we all know that 
is the way matters work out in real life, that the 
scamps get the best of everything — while they 
last, and. If they are not fools and grab too much, 
they last- forever; the greatest scamps are those 
within the law. The racing world, however. Is a 
world to itself, and there is no reason on earth 
why the equine scamps should “get away with it,” 
eveu if one has to witness the depressing spectacle 
of bipedal scamps not ouly “getting away with it,” 
but actually being encouraged to continue in their 
well doing. At least this is what it amounts to in 
the abstract. W’liat is not curbed by law is al- 
lowed by law’. This is not generally remembered — 
by those who would rather forget it. — Sports of 
the Times.
